The lHeutenant, accompanied by his 
wife and Miss Ethel McKenzie of 
Philadelphia, had been dining with 
Admiral Mayo aboard the flagship. 
The party took a carriage to drive to 
the steamer Morro Caastie, on which 
Mrs. Cook and Miss McKenzie were 
to sail today. Lieutenant Cook, con- 
spicuous in full dress white uniform, 
sat with his back to the driver. 

. Shortly after 10 o’clock the party 
was proceeding down the Avenigp la 
Independencia, when in passing a 
side street, a sharp detonation was, 


heard, and Lieut. Cook felt a sharp 
shock on the left hip. 

On alighting at the wharf Lieut. 
Cook found on the e seat a 
steel-packeted 25-caliber bullet, of 
the type used in pocket automatic 
pistols. The bullet had inflicted a 
bruise on hia hip. 

Beyond doubt, the bullet, which 
was fired at a short distance, wag 
spent, having lost its velocity by pass- 
ing through the woodwork of the 
carriage. Whoever fired the shot 
must have fled, apparently without 
having attracted attention. 

Lieut. Cook reported the attack to 
the admiral, who communicated to- 
day with John Lind, President Wil- 
son's representative, and the Amer- 
ican Consul, W. W. Canada. They 
notified Gen. Maas, military com- 
mandant at Vera Cruz, without, how- 
ever, making formal demands. 

Mr. Lind will officially inform Gen. 
Maas that the arrest of persons as- 
saulting or attempting to assault 
American officers or civilians is a 
question of small consequence com- 
pared with the personal responsibility 
of the general for such outrages. It 
will be made clear to Gen. Maas that 
he personally will be held to the 
strictest accountability for failure to 
prevent such attacks. 

It Is not believed the attack was 
the result of a deliberate plot, but 
the sudden act of some desperado, 
who seeing Lieut. Cook in a brilliant 
uniitorm, mistook him for an Amer- 
fcan naval] officer of high rank. 

Recently quiet arrangements were 
made to secure the personal safety 
of Lind. At the Consulate no guard 
was maintained, but signal bovs were 
brought from the fleet to act as mes- 
sengers. 

In corsequence of secret tnforma- 
tion reached the Consulate, the signal 
hove were replaced by elght stalwart 
picked. bluejackets, four of whom are 
n duty day and night.

ricidal strife has this country had such 
need for the services of men of Lin- 
coln’s type as now.

Southern Veteran Eulogies 
Great Emancipator. 


Ground Broken for Memorial 
at Washington. 


Congress Too Busy for More 
Than a Brief Pause. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON, Feb. . 12.—While 
freezing winds swept across the Po- 


tomac from the Virginia hills, where 
stands the Lee mansion at Arlington, 
a bare-headed southern officer of the 
Civil War opened today the simple 
exercises that marked the breaking 
of the ground for the construction of 
the great white marble memorial the 
nation is to erect to Abraham Lin- 
coln. Today, the 105th anniversary 


of Lincoln's birth, was chosen for 
breaking the ground on which the 
$2,000,000 structure will stand. 

Only «a small group witnessed the 
event. Joseph C. Blackburn, former 
Senator from Kentucky, was the first 
to sink a spade into the ground and 
then with uncovered head he spoke in 
high praise of the memory of the 
President against whom he fought a 
half century ago. 

“This memorial will show that 
Lincoln is now regarded as the great- 
est of all Americans,“ Senator Black- 
burn said, and that he is so held by 
the South as well as the North. To- 
day we let the country know that 
this great work has been begun and 


com pletion.” 

In the Senate it was a southerner 
who made today the motion to ad- 
journ out of respect to the memory 
of Lincoln. The motion was made 
without prearrangement by Senator 
Overman of North Carolina, after the 
reading of the former President's 
Gettysburg address by Senator Brad- 
ley of Kentucky. It was Senator 
Kenyon of Iowa who had suggested 
that the Senate might well pause a 
moment to observe the birthday an- 
niversary. 

The House, too, paused in its delib- 
erations to pay its respects to the 
memory of the emancipator. 

The celebration had deeper signific- 
ance than usual in Washington be- 
cause this was the last Lincoln's 
birthday which will see standing two 
of the most historic of the landmarks 
connected with the life and death of 
the great emancipator. They are 
Ford’s Theater, where Lincoln was as- 
sassinated and the toy shop where 
Lincoln with his little son, Tad, 
sought relief from his playmates in 
play. 

Because of the needs of the gov- 
ernment and the march of commerce 
the bullding inspector has decreed the 
passing of these two buildings so in- 
timately connected with the life of 
Lincoln.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 12.—The bal- 
lot for the 1914 election promises to 
be an exceedingly large one, for there 
will be constitutional amendmeuts, 
bond issues and officials galore upon 
it.

Initiative petitions will be six in

Besides that there will be a whole 
State ticket from the governorship 
down through the State offices.

Besides there will be school 
boards, members of the judiciary, and 
county officers under a non-partisan 
system who will also be voted on. For 
a good measure four bond issues will 
also be up for action.

|English Tories Stand Firm 


Against Home Rule. 


Harcourt Declares Colonies 
Must Be Autonomous. 


Says Interference Might 
Smash the Empire. 


(BY CABLE AND A P. TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Feb. 12.—The House of 
Lords adopted today an amendment 
to the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne demanding a genera! 
election on the question of home rule 
for Ireland. The majority in favor of 
the amendment was 188, the vote be- 
ing 243 to 55. 

The vote followed strict party lines 
and showed that the discussion for 
home rule for Ireland which has 


lasted for thirty years has not changed 
the opinion of the Tory majority in 
the upper chamber. 


AUTONOMY OF COLONIES. 
“You could easily smash the Brit- 
ish Empire in a day's debate in Par- 
liament if you tried to interfere with 
the autonomy granted to its various 
parts,” was the statement today of 
Lewis Harcourt, Secretary for the 


| Colonies, in Parliament. He was re- 


plying to an amendment moved by the 
labor members in the House of Com- 
mons to the address in reply to the 
King’s speech. 

The labor members had urged t 
the government withhold its assent t 

- blll of Premier Louis Botha of 
South Africa, indemnifying the South 
African government for its act in de- 
porting the labor leaders after the 
recent strike there. 

Without defending the action of the 
Botha government, Harcourt potnted 
out that there were only 125,000 
whites to 6,000,000 natives, who, 
when work ceased at the mines, be- 
— hungry and dangerous. He ad- 


“This is the sort of voleano on 
which every one was sitting in South 


Africa.” 

Harcourt declined to advise the 
King to withhold his sanction from 
the bill if it passed, and he said 
that such advice would be entirely un- 
justifiable. He urged the speakers dur- 
ing the debate to be careful of the 
sensitwenes of the self-governing do- 
minions and to refrain from saving 
anything derogatory to an autonomous 
rovernment.

Rebaptized in Faith. 


(Continued from Third Page.) 


said: ‘A house divided against itself 
cannot stand.’ I am here tonight be- 
cause I believe the natural order of 
things within the ranks of the Re- 
publican party is a condition of har- 
mony and accord. We have labored too 
strenuously through the years in con- 
structing policies and effecting vital, 
fundamental measures of government 
to be split upon the rock of discord. 
“Again and again, not only in this 
State, but in the nation as well, the 
Republican porty has fought within its 
ranks the shadows of apparent differ- 
ences, but when the light of sound 
sense and the healing balm of natural 
affection has found its way into the 
party’s contending councils, we have 
always emerged, as we will now, in 
well-beseem! ranks, our principles 
intact, and our faces to the enemy. 

“Under the subject assigned to me, 
‘The Life of Lincoln aad Its Lessons,’ 
I am precluded, both by the subject 
and by time allotment, from dis- 
cussing in detail, as I should like to 
do, the policies and leaders of our 
present-day parties. And yet perhaps 
it ie well once each year, and par- 
ticularly tonight, that we forsake for 
the moment the pro and con of party 
questions and seek the light of the 
past that it may illumine the path- 
way of our nation’s future. 

“It is wise that we should stand si- 
lent by the tomb of that prince of 
patriots whose birth we commemo- 
rate, whose soul was the very essence 
of simplicity and truth, whose religion 
was God, the Union ‘and the Consti- 
tution, the corner-stone of whose pub- 
lic career was the Declaration of In- 
dependence, and invoke that advice 
which was always practical and al- 
ways just. In 1847 Lincoln retired 
from public life, in which he had 
been almost continuously engaged, 
and took up the practice of his .pro- 
fession, but the conditions were ripe 
and the temper of the time demanded 
he services of this new and coura- 
geous leader. 

Scarcely had he settled to the 
work of law before the smouldering 
hatred of slavery was fanned into a 
blaze by the Kansas-Nebraska bill, 
which sought to extend the limits of 
Slave territory. Again that fearless 
man, that clean-cut, trenchant think- 
er, came to the front. Again his 
clarion voice rang through the land, 
denouncing slavery and championing 
liberty, pleading for the preservation 
of the Union. 

“The formation of a new political 
party was inevitable, a party whose 
central plank should be anti-slavery. 
Severing his connection with the 
Whie party, Lincoln tdentified himself 
with the now rapidly-growing Repub- 
lican party. On the 29th day of May, 
1856, he took his seat in the con- 
vention at Bloomington, III. Theres, 
as the leading spirit, the guiding 
genius, he uttered these words: ‘Let 
us, In building our new party, make 
our cornerstone the Declaration of 
Independence. Let us bufld on this 
rock and the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against us.’ 

“When the resolutions were drafted 
they contained only the central idea 
propounded by Lincoln. Thus the 
Republican party, the party of Fre- 
mont and Lincoln, was born. Four 
vears were to pass before this man, 
prepared by God, was to be called to 
lead the nation ‘out of bondage, to 
pllot the Federal government safely 
through the sea of secession. In the 
meantime, the clank of fetters sound- 
ing in his ears and reverberating in 
his brain, he burst forth impassioned 
in the Lincoln and Douglass. debates. 
The battle of the giants, which elec- 
trified the nation with eloquence and 
logic, and paved the way to the White 
House. 

“Lincoln had long foreseen that the 


true Americanism of the North, 
which deprecated slave institutions. 
uplifted and dignified labor, and 


which in every thought was loyal to 
the Constitution and the Union, and 
the false Republicanism of the 
South, which deprecated labor, sought 
to perpetuate slavery, and openly ad- 
vocated secession from the Union, 
must meet in deadly conflict. 

“Lincoln recognized, as did think- 
ing men of all nations, that the cru- 
cial hour in the trial of Republican 
government had arrived. Was the 
Constitution elastic enough to suc- 
cessfully meet the impending situa- 
tion? Would the Federal government 
prove equal to the demands made 
upon it? Lincoln’s chief anxiety was 
Union. 
Coming into power at a time when 
the nation was trembling with sup- 
pressed excitement, when, as a peo- 
ple, we were wholly absorbed in 
watching one great event, he never 
for a moment forgot the multiplicity 
of our interests as a nation. 

„The leader of a radical party, his 
inaugural words were awaited by the 
conservative Unionists with fear for 
the effect, by the secessionists with 
impatience, in the hope that they 
might serve as a pretext for imme- 
diate action. With rare sagacity Lin- 
coln framed his inaugural address. 
He never allowed his hatred for an 
evil institution to triumph over his 
reason. In a materialistic age, fight- 
ing for wealth and power, Lincoln 
emphasized individual worth and per- 


politic, as compared to which a call to 
armed strife with international powers 
is but child’s play. 

“Il believe it may be safely said 
without fear of successful contradic- 
tion, that the chief and gravest men- 
ace to any republican form of gov- 
ernment is the political shirk, the man 
who through laziness or indifference to 
the needs of the state never gives his 
time or energy in the exercise of cit- 
izenship duties, but leaves the entire 
transaction of public affairs to his 
neighbor, who in all probability has no 
property interests, and is all too fre- 
quently ‘a politician for revenue only.’ 

“Let the work of the Republican 
party, of the party of Lincoln, go for- 
ward to the end that once again the 
glad sunshine of national prosperity 
may flood the highways of our na- 
tion’s commerce and peace and con- 
tentment dwell in our midst.”’ 


SAMPLE’S ADDRESS. 


Attorney E. P. Sample spoke as 
follows: 

“History informs us that in the 
hours of greatest peril and dire dis- 
tress, anxious eyes have involun- 
tarily turned toward the Grand Old 
Republican party for light and 
guidance, and ere long the leaders 
of the Republican party will be 
called by the intelligent men and 
women of this country, regardless of 
past party affiliation or political be- 
lief, to take charge of the Ship of 
State now floundering on the rocks 
of commercial depression and busi- 
ness stagnation—and steer it safely 
into the harbor of success. On more 
than one occasion prior to this pe- 
riod, a like appeal been made, 
and a safe and satisfactory landing 
hes been the result. 

“Praise unstinted should be given 
to the Republicans of this commun- 
ity for their activity and honest ef- 
fort to arouse the public conscience, 
and bring the voting men and women 
of this town and county to a full 
realization of their political duty. The 
force of the campaign being carried 
on here will not only affect the re- 
sult in Southern California, but the 
influence will be nation-wide, and 
the names and fame of the officers of 
the Young Men's Nepublican Club of 
San Diego county, „ !1 extend far be- 
yond the borders of our own great 
State. 

*“Democratir legislation 
stopped prosperity, and today our 
condition is discouraging—yes, la- 
mentable To remedy the wrongs 
we have suffered in the short period 
of time, of but a few months more 
than a year of unwise national legis- 
lation, is the task we have set out to 
perform. To do successful battle, 
our ranks must be filled. To the 
Progressives we extend a most hearty 
welcome. They should not be 
branded as marauders or politiral 
conspirators, for such they are not. 
This is not the time for censure and 
vituperation; but the hour 1s present 
when reason should be enthroned 
within the counsels of our party. The 
Progressives, with the exception of 
those who left us for selfish gain and 
profit, have wandered from the 
house of their fathers in the firm and 
steadfast belief that in so doing they 
could render their country a greater 
and more potent service. They, of 
former Republican faith, are Pro- 
gressives for the reason that their 
former political home was and is the 
only party of genuine and never- 
failing progress this nation has 
known since the year 1856. 

“It is, indeed, gratifying to know 
that an overwhelming majority 
these men and women have at last 
awakened to the fact that, wandering 
as they have been, their organiza- 
tion has resolved itself into a Demo- 
cratic Aid Society—and to help in the 
great work we are now engaged, 
they are returning and enrolling as 
members of the party of Lincoln, of 
Grant of McKinley and Taft. 

“For the division in our ranks there 
is no real and sufficient reason. Our 
differences have been those of form 
rather than substance—of leaders 
rather than principles. The Repub- 
Hoan party has never forgotten and 
has steadfastly followed the words of 
the immortal Lincoln, spoken in his 
famous Cooper Institute speech. ‘Let 
us have faith that right makes might, 
and in that faith, let us to the end 
8 to do our duty as we understand 

For more than half a century, the 
Republican party has been in the bal- 
ance.

Idaho Senator in Address at New 
York Declares Those Who Saw 
Disruption as Result of Last Eleo- 
tion Had Misread Signs, as It 
Was Only an Evolution. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—Senator 
William E. Borah of Idaho thinks 
those who saw disruption of the Re- 
publican party in its failure last No- 
vember to carry more than two States 
misread the signs. Tonight at the 
Lincoln Day dinner of the Republican 
Club of New York, Mr. Borah char- 
acterized the process within the party 
as evolution, not dissolution, 

The subject of Senator Borah's ad- 
dress was “The Republican Party,” 


and at the outset he made it clear 
that he spoke for those who think 
this name an asset not to be sur- 
rendered, but one under which the 
voters, in a grim and conclusive way, 
have shown that the organization of 
a party at all times must be the 
servant, not the master. The terrible 
wreck last fall, he said, “proved that 
political parties, regardless of their 
traditions and past achievements, 
must be kept and conducted on a 
high plane, and held in touch with 
the demands and needs of the hour.” 

The revival of party strength and 
the resuscitation of party power that 
Mr. Borah professed to see in the 
more recent election in Michigan, 
Maine, New Jersey, Maryjand and 
other States, where he said third 
party voters had returned to the Re- 
publican ranks, were attributed-not 
to organization or leadership, but to 
the fact that “those who had dared 
to tear down had dared to rebuiid, 
and to do so upon broad lines, and 
in harmony with the true historic 
bent of the organization; with past 
achievements and future obligations. 

There is no mistaking what all 
this means. It means that the voters 
of the party are too independent to 
condone what they conceive to be a 
mistake or a wrong, and too wise to 
abandon permanently the name, the 
traditions, the prestige and honor 
that they and their forebears have 
established and built up through 
fifty years of relentless political war- 
fare. 

“It means that no man or class of 
men can turn the Republican party 
from its true course and drag it down 
from its exalted station among the 
great political factors of modern 
times and it means, moreover, that 
no man or class of men can wreck 
or destroy it. If every assumed 
leader and every committeeman of 
the party from ocean shore to ocean 
shore should resign tonight and an- 
nounce that the hour of dissolution 
was at hand, before the sun had set 
upon another day the rank and file 
would seize the banner where it fell 
and straightway entrust it to loyal 
hands.” 

The reduction of southern repre- 
sentation in the party convention; 
the recognition of thd credentials of 
primary elected delegates and the re- 
moval of certain other subjects of 
dissension, already assured by the 
action of the national committee of 
the party, will do away with. “shame- 
jess scenes of Chicago and Balti- 
more,“ according to the speaker. He 
believed the outcome would be plat- 
forms embodying the convictions and 
aspirations of the people, and candi- 
dates who will receive their nomina- 
tions without obligations or pledges 
to any interest or power than the 
people themselves. In the opinion 
of Mr. Borah platforms are utterly 
misleading and worthless if drafted 
as they have been in the past. 

“The next Republican convention 
will be in the hands and under the 
control of the voters of the 
those who believe in the Republican 
party, who respect its traditions and 
have helped to make it history. 
am not one of those who believe that 
the Republican party has made no 
mistakes, but T am one of those who 
have no doubt that under a ful} and

Pacific's policy is to prepare largely 
for the handling of 1915 traffic 
through this city, and that immediate- 
ly following the passage of the neces- 


-|sary ordinances for the depot work 


contracts will be let for the construc- 
tion of commissary buildings, and ad- 
ditional facilities, not heretofore con- 
templated, for the handling of this 
trafic. 


Specific details on expenditures are 
not available at present, according to 
Platt. He stated, however, that it is 
his understanding that the construc- 
tion of additional trackage between 
Mojave and Bakersfield will be carried 
to completion before 1915. 

“This stretch of track,” he stated, 
“is to be double-tracked in sections, 
and it is the intention to connect the 
existent stretches of sidetracks by con- 
struction work which may carry the 
track away in certain cases from the 
present right of way.” 

Chief Engineer Hoed is in charge of 
this work, which is done by a corpora- 
tion known as the Mojave and Bakers- 
feld Railway Company. It is under- 
stood that $7,000,000 will be expended 
on the enterprise. The existing streteh 
of single track is jointly used by the 
Southern, Pacific and the Santa Fe, 
and is generally known as the most 
congested in the West. 

“Improved methods of handling 
similar business through a territory of 
similar interests,” said Platt, “is ex- 
pected to be one of the most pro- 
nounced advantages resulting from the 
elimination of what was formerly 
known as the central district.“ 

Platt's new territory stretches from 
San Francisco and Sacramento to El 
Paso, or, . “cially, the Rio Grande. 

“The inte: sts of Southern and 
Central California are the same,” he 
said, “and this fact has been recog- 
nized by the Southern Pacific manage- 
ment in the creation of an extended 
southern district. Under the new 
plan, direct handling will be had of all 
business between El Paso and San 
Francisco on the Coast Lines, and El 
Paso and Tracy and Sacramento on 
the Valley lines, with Los Angeles as 
the nerve center.” 

Platt stated further that by linking 
divisions of like interests, irrespect- 
ive of hard and fast geographical 
lines, it is expected that a policy of 
friendliness and confidence will work 
wonders with the shipping and travel- 
ing public. As Platt has established 
a reputation for co-operative results in 
the smaller district, itis expected that 
the larger district will merely give him 
fresh outlets for his propaganda of 
“the public be pleased.” 

Platt also announced yesterday that 
H. B. Titcomb, the newly-apnointed 
maintenance-of-way assistant for the 
southern district, will maintain head- 
quarters here, though his official head- 
quarters will be San Francisco.

The men were arrested by Immi- 
gration Officer A. M. Pecina as soon 
as they had crossed over into Mexi- 
co, Where Flores says Sanchez was 
robbed of $400 and a gold watch and 
ring. The men were taken out into 
the mesquite about four miles from 
Mexicala, where Sanchez and Va- 
lentia were shot and killed by four 
men supposed to be soldiers in the 
Mexican army, Flores escaping by 
feigning death after being wounded 
in the arm and left breast. 

The acts of the soldiers in killing 
Sanchez and Valentia is now the sub- 
ject of an inquiry being made by 
Dist.-Atty. Schoonover, who has laid 
all of the facts as given by Flores be- 
fore the Attorney-General prelimi- 
nary to a demand for indemnity up- 
on the Mexican government, pro- 
vided it can be shown that the as- 
sassins of the two men were Mexican 
soldiers and that the dead men were 
American citizens. 

The investigation so far made 
shows that Valentia was not an 
American citizen and that Sanchez 
had only filed his declaration of in- 
tention at El Paso eighteen months 
ago. Flores has undoubted evidence 
of his American birth, furnished by 
the register of the Spanish church, 
where he was baptized in Ysulta, 
Tex., twenty-six years agro. 

The capture of Simon and the girl 
will restore the latter to her almost 
heart-brokén mother, who has been 
mourning her ds dead ever since the 
murder of her husband. It is under- 
stood that the attitude of the Fed. 
eral officers in regard to the return 
of Simon will be determined today.

Haha! If the Earl newspapers elect 
to make their campaign for the Hosanna 
party with ammunition made up of typo 
graphical errors and slips in quotations, let 
them go ahead.

Consider how contemptible, how utterly 
petty is E. Tobias Earl when through the 
Express he announces that we, The Times 
editors, “Twist and pervert the famous ut- 
terances of a martyred President to express 
Times’ philosophy and rule of action.” 

A more deliberate lle never was pub- 
lished. The man who ordered it written 
and the man who wrote knew it was a lie 
knew that they were seizing upon a mere 
accident—a transposition of two letters— 
to attack a paper against which they can 
find nothing more substantial than an error 
in printing. 

But the lie is even blacker. The Ex- 
press says that Gen. Otis “wantonly and 
maliciously” represented Lincoln as having 
said that.

We call attention to the action of E. 
Tobias Earl in this matter not to defend 
ourselves. In such an instance as this, 
with its unimpeachable record for over a 
generation and its continuous homage {o 
Lincoln, The Times does not need to ie- 
fend itself before the people of Los Ange- 
les against so stupid a lie. But we call 
attention to it so that the eyes of the 
people of this city may be turned to the 
Express, and that they may see the base 
methods with which that sheet attempts 
to strike at all those who have been decent 
enough to displease E. Tobias Earl.

In Washington dispatches it is stated 
that a nation-wide campaign has been 
started to demand from Congress such 
amendment of the Sherman anti-trust law 
as would give labor unions and farmers’ 
organizations absolutely and permanently 
the exemption from the law’s prohibitions 
and penalties which was temporarily se- 
cured by means of the rider on the Civil 
Appropriation Bill which forbade the use 
of any part of the appropriation for the 
Department of Justice for prosecution of 
those organizations under the Sherman 
anti-trust act. | 

It is reported, though nothing definite is 
known as to that, that President Wilson 
has expressed his disapproval of the pres- 
ent demand. One would really believe 
that to be so if he had not signed the bill 
containing the rider which President Taft 
had previously justly vetoed, declaring such 
exemption to be pernicious class legisla- 
tion. That act of President Wilson’s cer 
tainly must have encouraged those union 
labor leaders (Gompers particularly) who 
are now making the outrageous demand for 
permanent exemption. 

The demand cannot be based on reaso2- 
able grounds. There is doubtless the ex- 
pectation or hope that the implied if not 
expressed menace of the strength of mem- 
bers to be used against the Democratic 
party, in case of refusal to comply with the 
demand, can be made effective. But con- 
siderations of political expediency cannot 
be brought into this matter without bring:

He has a sin or two needing for- 
giveness. His conscience seems to worry

Roeding’s Practical Horticulture bulletin 
says that “for years White Adriatic, White 
Endich and a few other figs were manfpu- 
lated by every process which human in- 
genuity could devise to make them com- 
pare favorably with the world-famed 
Smyrna figs of commerce, but all the ef- 
forts were in vain to secure the delicious, 
nutty sweetness which has placed this 


oriental production in the lead of all other 


figs. Smyrna has managed to control the 
situation for so many hundreds of years 
that the growers there and horticulturists 
in other parts of the world were con- 
vinced that a certain combination of soll 
and climatic conditions made the valley of 
Maeander the only spot on earth where ths 
fig could be grown to perfection. It re- 
mained for the progressive, enterprising 
and persevering horticulturists of Califor- 
nia to demonstrate the fallacy of this pre- 
conceived idea.” 
There is a far greater demand through- 
out the markets of the world for figs than 
the present supply can furnish. That also 
is true of practically all Oallfornia fruit. 
More than half of our apricots and prunes 
are exported to Furope, where the demand 
is constantly increasing. As California is 
one of the very few places outside of the 
Maeander Valley where the better grade 
of figs may be grown with success, it 
seems reasonable to predict that we will 
ultimately lead the world in the produc- 
tion of this wholesome and delicious fruit.

WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION. 


Rulings on Several Points Covered 
By State Act Made By Industrial 
Accident Commission. 

The Industrial Accident Commis- 
sion, at the request of a large num- 
ber of employers. throughout the 
State, has made rulings on several im- 
portant clauses of the Workmen's 
Compensation, Insurance and Safety 
Act. The rulings are declared by the 
commission to be subject to modifica- 
tion and are not to be considered final. 

The commission holds that chaat- 
feurs come under the provisions of 
the act without any election on the 
nart of the employer being necessary, 
and are not to be regarded as domes- 
tic servants. The reasonable cost of 
necessary transportation immediately 
connected with an injury is held as a 
proper charge for medical treatment. 

Members of voluntary fire depart- 
ments, operating without remunera- 
tion, and public officers, who serve 


medical and surgical benefits only. 
Farm employees are held to be oiit- 
side the provisions of the act, but the 
commission says they can proceed 
against their employers by means of 
a suit for damages. 

The commission assumes jurisdic- 
tion where employers and employees 


of hire in California, without refer- 
ence to the locality where the injury 
occurs. Where such sections of the act 
that relate to earnings cannot be reas- 


onably applied the commission will 
seek to ascertain the average annual 
earnings by testimony showing the 
earnings throughout the year of the 
individual concerned.
